For Use of D.D.T. 


Vineland Entomologist Issues 
Full Instructions As Re- 
gards To Trees And Plants 
It Should Be Used On, 


On the basis of experimental 
work comducted by the Division of 
Entomology, Department of Agri- 
culture, the following recommend- 
ations for the use of DDT against 
horticultural pests will be made 
thin year. In the directions the 
amounts given are of actual DDT 
which means, for example, that to 
obtain a concentration of 1 Ib. ac- 
tual DDT per 100 gal, 2 Ibs. of a 
50% DDT spray powder or 4 lbs. 
of a 26% DDT spray powder would 
have to be used per 100 gallons. 

DDT should not be applied to 
leafy vegetables much as lettuce or 
to cabbage after the heads begin 
to form. It should not be used on 
cucumbers, squash, melona or re- 
lated crops because it may injure 
the plants 

Potatoes: To control leafhoppers, 
fleabeeties and potato boetlea, use 
1 tb per 100 gal, of bordeaux mix- 
ture or fixed copper spray or apply 
a 3% DDT dust. incorporated 
fixed copper 

Cabbage: To control fleabection 
cabbage worma, loopers and dia- 
mondback moth, wee (1) % 1b. in 
100 gallons of water, or (2) a 3% 
dust until heads begin to form,
